N a recent issue of the Automotive Daily News we printed 
| a strong plea by the National Automobile Chamber of 
(‘ommerce for a more ¢areful consideration of the matter 
of compulsory insurance before we stage a general adoption 
of the idea. At the present moment there are compulsory 
insurance bills under consideration in twenty-one out of the 
forty-two state legislatures that are in session. 

All these bills contain about the same proviso, which is 
that every automobile owner shall be compelled to take out 
liability fnsurance before he shall be permitted to register 
and operate his vehicle on the highways of the state. 

The N. A. C. C. takes the position that nothing is yet 
known as to how successful the compulsory insurance idea 
is going to be ia actual operation. The Massachusetts law, 
which started all this flood of insurance legislation, has been 
in actual use only about a month, though it was passed in 


1925. The interval has been necessary to effect the. 


machinery for carrying out the provisions of the law. 
There is not the slightest reason for believing that 


compulsory insurance will cut down the accident toll. The |
